At least one error upon which reissue is based is described as follows: 

Independent Claim 1, as issued, failed to claim the subject matter of a vapor injection system, as described in the 
specification at Col. 4, Ins. 33-38, and Col. 5, Ins. 39-50. Independent Claim 1 now recites a scroll-type compressor 
including a vapor injection system including a fluid circuit in communication with at least one of a plurality of pockets. The 
fluid circuit includes a fluid passage extending from one pocket to a position outside of a shell for injecting vapor into one 
pocket and increasing a capacity of the compressor. See independent Claim 1 at Ins. 12-16. 

Independent Claim 17, as issued, failed to claim the subject matter of a scroll-type compressor including a valve 
disposed within a housing for controlling fluid flow through a fluid passage. See independent Claim 17 at Ins. 18 and 19.
